The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art (Mizutani et 
al.) fails to teach or suggest an absorbent article having at least a liquid-receiving face of each 
leakage-preventing side wall made of a fibrous sheet that contains hydrophobic fibers thermally 
bonded to one another and hydrophilic fibers shorter than the hydrophobic fibers, and at least a part 
of the hydrophilic fibers form aggregates which are dispersed in the fibrous sheet and are bonded to 
the hydrophobic fibers. Furthermore, the terminal disclaimer received December 3, 2003 has 
overcome the Mizutani et al. patent (6,548,731).
